tiie suspicion that pellagra is the re- 
sult of some fault in the diet, with 
the tack of necessary vitamins In the 
food. 


Not a "Poor Man'." Disease 


Many physicians doubted the early 


reports of this extensive work. Since 
the disease usually involves the akin, 
tliey believed it could be traced to 
some disorder of that structure and 
not to the food. Today it is univer- 
sally accepted as a disease due to the 
eating of improper food. 


Many , beiieve that pellagra is a 


poor -man's disease. This is not true. 
It is not caused by lack of food, but 
by eating the wrong kind of food. It 
may occur in persons who avoid eat- 
ing certain necessary foods, because 
oi' their efforts to reduce. It may be 
the result of some disorder where 
proper digestion of the necessary 
foods is disturbed. 


There are other vitamin-deficiency 


diseases. 
When the diet is lacking 


in vitamin C. "scurvy" occurs; 
if 


vitamsn B is deficient, we have a dis- 
ease

"beri-beri".

years.
